Professor J. W. Jenks, of Cornell! uni- 
versity, supported the proposed legis- 
lation. He explained the technical de- 
tails of the bill and pointed out the 
benefits that would ensue under jt. He 
also compared it, from a legal stand- 
point with the present law, showing 
the necessity, in his opinion, for the 
proposed changes. 

Right of the Government, 

The main point under discussion when 
Mr. Jenks was on the stand was 
whether the federal government might 
properly secure from corporations cer- 
tain information conceded to be in the 
interest of the public, though perhaps 
not entirely connected with interstate 
commerce, by granting to corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce certain 
privileges, it being admitted for the 
sake of argument that corporations 
could not be directly compelled by the 
ecurts to furnish such information. 

“It is my judgment,’ said Mr. Jenks, 
“that the government does have legal 
right to grant these privileges to cor- 
porations, provided the corporations 
would furnish the information desired, 
but in case the desired information 
secured by granting these privileges 
would not go beyond the information 
immediately called with interstate com- 
merce, the government should secure 
all it could.’’ 

Chairman Littlefield having raised a 
doubt as to the constitutionality of the 
proposed questioning of corporations 
as to the intimacies of their business, 
Mr. Low called attention to a bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Littlefield, in which 
the same power of questioning is con- 
ferred. Mr. Littlefield replied that he 
introduced the bill before the decision 
of the United Statezk supreme court in 
the Howard case, which decision laid 
down the doctrine that the federal gov- 
ernment has not the right to exercise 
eontrol over interstate corporations be- 
cause they are interstate corporations, 
but has merely the right to control in- 
terstate commerce itself. 

AnTfi-Boycotters Oppose Bill. 

Daniel Davenport, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., representing the American Anti- 
Boycott Association, spoke in opposi- 
tion to the bill. He maintained that 
the doctrine of Seth Yow ‘that the 
people of the United States had out- 
lived the principle of the necessity of 
maintaining and preserving competi- 
tion,’ is a wrong one. He claimed that 
the proposed bill would legalize the 
most objectionable forms of compbina- 
tions, particularly the boycott. 

Mr. Davenport contended that there is 
nothing in the present law that pre- 
vents labor unions from organizing and 
pursuing all of their interests by legit- 
imate means. 

The decision of the supreme court 
of the United States, he said, in the 
Connecticut hatters’ case meant that 
they could not maintain a boycott, but 
the supreme court had repeatediy 
decided that the Sherman § anti-trust 
law recognizes the right of labor to 
organize and authorizes them to do so 
for all legitimate purposes.

~AT LAST FRAMED 


Senators Agree on Measure to 
Guard “Dry” Territory, 


C. 0. D. SHIPMENTS BARRED: 


The Measure Is Designed to Pre- 
vent Railroad and Express 
Companies Acting as 
Agents for Liquor 
Houses. 


Washington, April 6.—After extended 
hearings and exhaustive arguments by 
the members of the senate committee 
on the judiciary, that committee today 
agreed upon a bill dealing with the 
shipments of liquor from one state or 
territory to another state or territory. 
The measure will be reported by Sen- 
ator Knox, who was chairman of the 
subcommittee which conducted the 
hearings. It is comparatively simple 
in form, providing that there shall be 
no “collect on delivery” packages of 
liquor shipped in interstate commerce 
where fictitious names are used, and 
that the name of the consignor and 
consignee shall be stated plainly. 

The provision is designed to eliminate 
the practice of railroad and express 
companies acting as agents for liquor 
houses. 

There were numerous bills. before the 
subcommittee dealing with every phase 
of the question, and particularly they 
sOught to give to a state the right to 
control liquor shipments the moment 
they entered the border of the state. 
Temperance organizations all over the 
country desired this feature to be in- 
corporated in the bill so as to give the 
widest latitude to a state in exercising 
its police powers. All of the bills be- 
fore the subcommittee were declared 
unconstitutional by a vote of 3 to 2.

It was the evident 
purpose of the committee to show that 
he had written the articles with the 
view of creating favorable sentiment 
for the Lake company, but he denied 
this. 
the committee adjourned for the day. 

The morning session was enlivened 
by @ passage at arms between Repre- 
sentative Lilley and R. W. Woolley, a 
Washington newspaper correspondent, 
over a question of personal veracity. 

Loud Denies Being Coerced. 


Representative Loud of Michigan de- 
nied the statement of State Senator 
Frank Edinborough of Michigan to 
the effect that Loud was announced 
because W. G. Gordon, a representative 
of the Electric Boat Company, was 
“bearing down” on him in his district 
on the question of submarines. Mr. 
Loud denied that any influence had 
been brought to bear on him to vote 
for submarine boats. He said Mr. Gor- 
don had not threatened him with po- 
litical opposition; neither had he urg- 
ed upon him the subject of submarines.

United States Supreme Court Up- 
holds Kentucky Law. 


Washington, April 6.—That the Ken- 
tucky statute imposing a tax On dis- 
tilled spirits in bonded warehouses 
does not violate the federal constitu- 
tion was asserted by the supreme court 
of the United States in a_ decision 
handed down today by Justice Mc-

If the provisions of a resolution

Resolved by the mayor and general touncdl, 
That a committee, with the mayor as. chair- 
man, and consisting of the police committee 
of the council, the beera of fire masters, 
chairman of the board of police commis- 
sioners, chief of police, chief of fire. depart- 
ment, city attorney and five citizens, to be 
appointed, to take into consideration the ques- 
tion of providing a permanent pension for the 
widows and orphans of firemen and police- 
men killed in the discharge of duty, and also 
the advisability of providing for the relief of 
such parties as become disabled or worn out 
in the public service of the city.

If you are postponing the asking of 
a certain momentous question to a 
perticular young lady, because you 
think a threatened decrease in the 
rrice of diamonds will make an en- 
gagement more economical; or if, 
with commendable sagacity, you are 
deferring that long-promised invest- 
ment in the precious stones for the

Wake up from your pleasant dream! 
In the eloquent vernacular, some of 
the yellow journals have been “string: 
ing” you. Diamonds haven't decreas- 
«a in price; if anything, there will be 
2 movement in the upward direction. 

Fully ninety-seven per cent of the 
ciamond output of the world is con- 
trolled by two concerns; the famous 
De Beers mines and the Premier Dia- 
mond Mining Company. For fifteen 
years, or more, the product of the 
former mines have been sold by a 
powerful London syndicate, in keen 
competition with the Premier people. 
Yet. of such world-wide importance is 
the diamond industry and so strongly 
fortified is it, that prices have stead- 
‘iv increased of recent years in the 


Something like five and a_ half 
months ago the Premier company, 
seeing the time and money-saving 
end other advantages of system, de- 
cided to let the same London syndi- 
cate also handle its product. 

Beginning with this period the 
stringency, unfortunately, struck the 
clad world as well as the new. Dia- 
monds, being luxuries, were among 
the first articles to feel the effect. 
There was no decline in prices, for 
the very simple reason that the labor 
of cutting the rough stones, being al- 
ways a fixed quantity, is about the 
most expensive thing connected with 
the business. But, here and there, 
these two big concerns found it ex- 
redient to curtail the output, as have 
cther industries. 

At the expiration of the experiment- 
al contract of the Premier Company 
with the London syndicate, the out- 
look for the sale of diamonds was not 
of the rosiest variety; the volume of 
sales, under the syndicate’s handling, 
end in conjunction with the stringen- 
cy, was not of flattering dimensiors. 
So, the Premier is hesitating whether 
it shall renew its contract with the 
syndicate, or place its own product. 

That is all. Yet, upon this founda- 
ticn, the wildest and most hysterical 
rumors have circulated throughout 
America. Lurid stories to the effect 
tbat diamonds would soon become a 
drug on the market; that anybody 
could soon afford them for breakfast, 
cinner and supper, and that a meth- 
oa had been discovered in France, 
whereby diamonds were created out 
of nothing, have come into being and 
caused a good many people to post- 
pone their purchases under misap- 
trehensions somewhat ludicrous. 

As a matter of fact, these two dom- 
jnating diamond producing factors 
nave agreed to maintain the price of 
Giamonds, whether or not -the same 
eyndicate handles their output: the 
indications are that there will be an- 
cther hitch in prices about the Ist of 


jJuly; and the oe Parisian gentle-

has had his fallaey exploded, and is 
under arrest, charged with swindling.

Never has} 
there been such a profusion of small 
donations. given for a purpose of this 
kind, which the ladies take to indicate 
the widespread jnterest in the charity 
for whose benefit Tag day was being 
given.

Chances for Success Considered 
Good, but There Is a Dispeosi- 
tion to Wait Until Wednes-~- 
day, When Old Notes 
Mature. 


New York, April 6—The announce- 
ment of the Erie financial plan, which 
was made after the stock market had 
closed on Saturday, was without effect 
today, unless the torpid state of the 
trading was influenced by the pecullar- 
ities of the announcement. These were 
the conditions attached to the fur- 
nishing of. new capital by the pur- 
chase of $5,000,000 of the new notes, 
that all holders of notes maturing on 
Wednesday of this week should ac- 
cept the newly tssued three-year notes 
in exchange, and the absence of any 
assurance that the notes not presented 
for assent to the plan would be taken 
care of by redemption in cash. The 
tone of the official offer implied a 
threat that if any of the notes were 
withheld the plan would be allowed to 
lapse. The alternative would be a re- 
ceivership. In view of the fact that 
the majority of the maturing notes 
are known to be in the hands of those 
favorable to the plan, and that being 
unsecured the notes would fare badly 
under a receivership, the chances for 
the success of the plan were consider- 
ed good, either by belated assent of 
outstanding noteholders, rather than 
force a receivership, or by belated pro- 
vision for the redemption of a small 
minority of the issue, by a cash pro- 
vision, rather than force the failure 
of the plan. The position offered was 
sufficiently delicate, however, to sug- 
gest a suspension of judgment on the 
effects, until the matter is definitely 
adjusted, which would be when the old 
notes mature on Wednesday. The

Saturday was accepted as, in some 
sort, an expression of opinion on the 
Erie plan, so far as perfected, and this 
added to the disinclination to extend 
the movement. There wag some signifi- 
cant comment also on the longer 
consequences of the measures for 
financing the Erie, which represent 
‘obviously a temporary expedient, with 
dependence on future. improvement of 
conditions to furnish ultimate pro- 
vision for a permanent. settlement.
